Applicant argues that Lenker et al. '554 does not disclose that a first curvilinear portion and a linear portion do not lie within a plane. 
However, the curvilinear portion (19) and the linear portion on either side of 19 meets this claim limitation. See Figure 14. Loop 5d is not 
considered to be the curvilinear portion for claim 1, as applicant asserts in the arguments. Applicant argues that the end portion of the 
curvilinear segment of Kurz et al. '015 does not form an angle with the linear portion. Any one of FIGS. 1-5 form an angle with the linear 
segment. FIG. 1 is at a 90 degree angle and FIGS. 2-4 are at 180 degree angles. Therefore, these rejections are proper. 
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
